DEFOREST KELLEY 


Jackson DeForest Kelley ("De") is well known for his role as Dr. Leonard "Bones" 
McCoy in Star Trek. He took what was originally intended to be an occasional part and 
built it into a character that became essential to the magic of the series. In 1990, De 
finally received the vote to receive a star on the famous Hollywood Walk of Fame. 


His childhood was similar to that of Huckleberry Finn. Church activities, including 
singing in the choir, were a major part of his life. He enjoyed singing, was good at it and 
eventually began performing on a radio station in Atlanta. Those radio appearances 
resulted in an engagement with Lew Forbes and his Orchestra at the Paramount Theatre. 
That was De's first taste of being an entertainer, and he liked it. 


After graduation, during a trip to California to visit his uncle, he reveled in his 
new-found freedom, decided to stay and get a job. He and an older cousin found a house 
which they turned into a gambling den, and although his uncle was a frequent visitor, he 
never let De play. This gave De the chance to learn that gambling wasn't for him. 


After the gambling house experience, De took various jobs including mopping floors 
and operating an elevator in a hotel. One day while sitting in a restaurant, Rohn Hawke 
(who was doing local theatre) came over to ask if he had any acting experience. Hawke 
worked with him, smoothing out his thick Georgia accent, then gave the young man a part 
in a play he was directing. De did plays with the Long Beach Theatre Group to gain 
experience, while working days to pay the rent. 


After a while, De was tested for the part of a baby-faced killer. After 13 takes he 
was assured that he had the part. However, while waiting to meet with the producer, he 
spotted a piece of paper with a line drawn through his name and "Alan Ladd" written under 
it. "This Gun for Hire" went on to make Ladd a star, and De went back to the theater. 


In 1942, De appeared in "The Innocent Young Man" with the Theatre Group. His 
co-star was a blonde, blue-eyed beauty named Carolyn Dowling. Their budding romance 
was all too soon interrupted by World War IL. He joined the Army Air Corps in New 
Mexico and Carolyn visited him many times. They found a judge who married servicemen 
free of charge, bought two Indian rings and were married on September 7, 1945. 


A Paramount talent scout spotted De in a Navy training film, and gave him a 
screen test and a contract that lasted three years. His first part was a starring role in 
"Fear in the Night." It became a box-office sleeper — a real hit — and established De as a 
respected actor. Things were looking good until Paramount decided to cut back on their 
contract players and De's contract was eventually dropped. 


After three years of working in New York, the Kelleys returned to Hollywood. 
Through luck and perseverance, he landed a part in an episode of "You Are There." His 
exceptional performance as Ike Clanton in the episode "Last Gunfight at the O.K. Corral" 
was his first as a heavy, and it brought him three movie offers. 


For the next nine years, De's roles were mostly heavies, and he found the 
characters interesting and challenging. He built up an impressive list of credits, 
alternating between television and motion pictures. Afraid of being typecast, De broke 
out by doing a television pilot called 333 Montgomery, written by an ex-cop named Gene 
Roddenberry. A few years later, De appeared in another Roddenberry pilot, Police Story, 
which eventually led to Star Trek and the role of Dr. Leonard "Bones" McCoy. 

Now, De considers himself a homebody. As he puts it, "Acting became my hobby, 
and my home has become my heart." De enjoys his garden, where he tends 50+ rose 
bushes, likes to read biographies and work around the house. He has an artistic flair, which 
includes some painting and poetry writing. His poem, "The Big Bird's Dream", is a favorite 
with the fans, and its sequel, "The Dream Goes On", is destined for the same fame. 

Sharing De and Carolyn's home, where they have lived since 1962, is "Myrtle", an 
octogenarian desert tortoise. A devoted husband, De seldom leaves town without Carolyn, 
and she has won the hearts of convention committees and fans everywhere. 


GATES MCFADDEN 


We are pleased to welcome Gates McFadden to Baltimore for her 
first area convention appearance since her coming aboard the 
U.S.S. Enterprise. An original cast member from the two hour 
pilot Encounter at Farpoint and entire first season, she is once 
again an integral part of the Star Trek: TNG team, after a brief 


hiatus from her role as Dr. Beverly Crusher during the second 
season. 


In addition to Star Trek: The Next Generation, other TV and 
film roles have included The Muppets Take Manhattan, The Hunt for 
Red October, Beyond the Groove, The Wizard and, The Cosby Show. 
She was director of choreography for Labyrinth and Dreamchild and 
has recently completed filming on the Disney movie Taking Care of 
Business with John DeLancie. 


Ms. McFadden was raised in Ohio. Her studies included 
acting, dance and mime while earning her B.A. in Theater from 
Brandeis University. She has served on the faculties in the 


graduate departments of New York University, Brandeis University 
and the University of Pittsburgh. 


While not working on filming Star Trek: TNG, other interests 


of Ms. McFadden include archeology, history, architecture and 
writing. 


Gates McFadden has also appeared in many theatre roles in New 
York including Cloud 9 at the Lucille Lortel Theatre, To Gillian 
on Her 37th Birthday at the Ensemble Studio Theatre and the Circle 
in the Square Theater, The Homecoming at the Jewish Repertory 
Theatre, How To Say Goodbye at Vinyard Theatre, Couch Tandem at 
the Women's InterArt Center, and Emerald City at the Perry Street 
Theatre. In addition, she did the choreography for The Winter's 
Tale and A Midsummer's Night's Dream at the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music. On hiatus from Star Trek this year, she appeared in a new 


play by Derek Walkott, Viva Detroit, at the Los Angeles Theater 
Center. 
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DAVID MCDONNELL 


David McDonnell is the Editor of STARLOG, a monthly magazine devoted to 
science fiction and fantasy and those who create it, and COMICS SCENE, a bimonthly 
publication devoted to comics creators and four-color media. 


Additionally, he is the Editor of STAR TREK: THE NEXT GENERATION (published 
four times yearly) and a pair of twice-yearly magazines, ACTION HEROES (spotlighting 
action-adventure movies) and STARLOG YEARBOOK. McDonnell also edits two annuals, 
STARLOG SPECTACULAR and the STARLOG SCIENCE FICTION VIDEO MAGAZINE. In 
the past, he has served as Editor of FANGORIA, a sister magazine devoted to horror. 


As a licensed magazine specialist, McDonnell has compiled collectors' editions 
showcasing some 15 films including TOTAL RECALL, STAR TREK I-V and ALIENS. He 
is coauthor of STARLOG'S SCIENCE FICTION TRIVIA BOOK (NAL, paperback). 


McDonnell graduated in 1978 from West Virginia's Bethany College with a double 
major in Communications and English. He holds an M.A. in Advertising from Syracuse 
University. 


His career began in 1971 with work for numerous fanzines, followed by the five- 
year Media Report column for THE COMIC BUYER'S GUIDE and a three-year editorial 
stint on PREVUE. He has contributed articles on SF video to VIDEO REVIEW, V and THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE. He joined STARLOG in October 1982 and became Editor in April 
1985.

MARC OKRAND 


MARC OKRAND, the 
creator of the Klingon and Vulcan 
dialogue heard in most of the STAR 
TREK films and in STAR TREK: 
THE NEXT GENERATION, has 
served as linguist for the past eight 
years. He began his professional 
association with STAR TREK by 
contributing a few phrases of 
Vulcan to STAR TREK I: THE 
WRATH OF KHAN and then later 
devised Saavik's Vulcan dialogue for 
STAR TREK Ш: THE SEARCH FOR 
SPOCK. He also developed the 
Klingon language spoken by 
Commander Kruge and the others, 
and expanded the language for 
STAR TREK V: THE FINAL 
FRONTIER. To make sure Klingon 
words were pronounced correctly р 
and used consistently, Marc worked directly with the actors and was present during the 
filming of almost every scene featuring alien dialogue. Most of the Klingon language 
heard in STAR TREK: THE NEXT GENERATION was created by him or based on his work. 


Klingon, unlike many alien languages heard in science fiction films, has its own 
rules of grammar and pronunciation as well as a reasonably sized (though limited) 
vocabulary. Marc explains how it all works in his book, THE KLINGON DICTIONARY. 


Marc has a doctorate in linguistics from the University of California, Berkeley, 
with a specialization in the native languages of California, particularly those formerly 
spoken around the San Francisco Bay area. For several years, he taught linguistics at the 
University of California, Santa Barbara, and has written articles and reviews for several 
linguistic journals. Born and raised in Los Angeles, he worked in professional radio in that 
city for about six years before turning his attention to languages. 


When not coaching STAR TREK's actors in vocalic gymnastics, Marc works to 
provide closed captions for deaf and hard-of-hearing television viewers. His primary 


responsibility is managing the captioning of nationally broadcast news and special-events 
programs. 


Marc's first convention was ClipperCon П in 1985, where the Committee (now the 
OktoberTrek Committee) adopted him as "our own". Marc has earned the privileged title 
of "Honorary Committee Member" for OktoberTrek. 
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HOWARD WEINSTEIN 


Howard Weinstein (Howie to all of 
us) is not new to conventions and we're 
pleased that Mail Order Annie decided 
to bring him along to OktoberTrek. 
Since 1976, he has made over 100 
speaking appearances at schools, 
colleges, libraries and Star Trek 
conventions. He has written slide- 
show presentations on Star Trek which 
have entertained convention audiences 
from coast to coast. 


His newest book, a Next 
Generation from Pocket Books titled 
Exiles, is due out in bookstores in 
November. Other Trek books in 
publication include The Covenant of 
the Crown (1981), Deep Domain (1987) 
and Power Hungry (1989), the latter 
being his first Star Trek: The Next 
Generation novel. Another Next 
Generation novel, Perchance to 
Dream, is in the works and is planned 
for publication in mid-1991.

Howie was the youngest person (or alien, as far as we know) to write for Star Trek. 
At the age of 19, he sold an animated episode, The Pirates of Orion, which added to the 
animated revival of Star Trek on NBC-TV (1973-75). 


Students of movie credits may have spotted the name "Howard Weinstein" in the 
credits for Star Trek IV: The Voyage Home, grouped with others to whom the producers 
extended special thanks. Howie was one of several writers and scientists consulted by 
Leonard Nimoy during STIV's story development stage. 


In addition to his Star Trek stories, Howie is also the author of a trio of novels 
based on the NBC-TV science fiction series V — East Coast Crises (with A.C. Crispin), 
Prisoners and Pawns, and Path to Conquest. He has contributed assorted articles, columns 
and reviews to a number of publications, including Starlog Magazine and The New York 
Times. Among his Starlog contributions are a profile of Walter Koenig, a review of Star 
Trek III, and a personal retrospective on Star Trek's 20th anniversary. 


On a more personal note, Howie, who has been a lifelong New Yorker, has recently 
moved to Maryland where he lives with his wife Susan and their short, furry companion, 
Mail Order Annie (Famous Welsh Corgi) Annie often accompanies Howie to conventions, 
where she will happily kiss fans and shake hands but rarely signs autographs. Susan works 
as a computer programmer, while Howie is busy developing new writing projects, and 
Annie who is content to sleep in the sun, eats whatever she can reach, and is petted 
endlessly. 


ANN C. CRISPIN 


A.C. Crispin is the author of the bestselling Star Trek novels YESTERDAY'S SON, 
and its sequel, TIME FOR YESTERDAY. Her new Star Trek novel is a "Next Generation" 
story, THE EYES OF THE BEHOLDERS and is scheduled for a September 1990 release. 
She is best-known for writing V (the novelization of the television miniseries), plus two 
more novels in the V series. She also authored the novelization of SYLVESTER (a horse 
story for young adults). 


In addition, Crispin co-authored GRYPHON'S EYRIE for TOR Books, with noted 
fantasy author Andre Norton. This was the third novel in the Gryphon trilogy set in Ms. 
Norton's internationally famous Witch World. She and Ms. Norton currently have another 
Witch World collaboration, SONGSMITH, in progress. 


Crispin's major undertaking to date has been the First Contact novel, 
STARBRIDGE, which established the universe for her StarBridge series. The series titles 
include: STARBRIDGE, SILENT DANCES, SHADOW WORLD, SERPENT'S GIFT and 
SILENT SONGS (a sequel to SILENT DANCES). Crispin will be editing and co-authoring 
the last four titles with three talented newcomers to the field of science fiction: 
Kathleen O'Malley, Jannean Elliott and Deborah A. Marshall. The books all center around 
a school for young diplomats, translators and explorers, both alien and human, located on 
an asteroid far from Earth. SILENT DANCES will be released in July of 1990, and the 
other books will follow at 6-month 
intervals. 


Crispin also authored the scripts 
for audio versions of YESTERDAY'S SON 
and TIME FOR YESTERDAY, plus short 
stories for the anthologies MAGIC IN 
ITHKAR, Vol. 3, and TALES OF THE 
WITCH WORLD, Vol. 1 and 3, (all TOR 
publications). 


Her teaching credits include a 
semester-long "Writing for Profit" course 
at Charles County Community College, 
two two-day writing workshops for the 
Harrisburg Area Community College, a 
two-day science fiction and fantasy 
workshop at the WAMCON in Hampton, 
Virginia, and numerous mini-workshops at 
various science fiction and Star Trek 
conventions. 


Ann Crispin lives in Maryland with 
her husband, son, three cats and two 
horses. In her spare time (what's that?), 
she enjoys reading, horseback’ riding, 
swimming and sailing. 


She enjoys writing about everything 
except herself. 


CARMEN CARTER 


Although Texas was a breeding ground for science- 
fiction writers in the 1980's, Carmen Carter did not start 
writing until after she graduated from the University of 
Texas at Austin and moved away to the East Coast. The 
culture shock of her first summer in Brooklyn, New York 
served as the inspiration for her first story sale. "Summer 
Heat" appeared in the July 1981 issue of Twilight Zone 
Magazine. 


Despite that early success, several years passed 
before Carmen was able to make another serious attempt 
at being an author. 


Choosing to write a Star Trek novel and hoping that 
her fondness for the characters would serve as an incentive to keep on plugging, her next 
project took two more years to finish. Pocket Books published Dreams of the Raven in 
June of 1987 and it stayed on the New York Times Bestseller List for four weeks. 


After that, Carmen accepted an assignment to produce a Next Generation novel 
within three months. She had forgotten how slowly she writes and how much it hurts. 
Fortunately, Carmen responds well to deadlines. The manuscript for The Children of 
Hamlin was turned in only one week late and hit the bookshelves in November of 1988. 


To the annoyance of Thisbe, her cat, Carmen quickly returned to her free-lance 
work and growing involvement with Macintosh computer graphics. However, the siren call 
of Pocket Books was not silenced for long. Within a year, Carmen was involved in a 
collaboration with three other Trek authors. The result — in June of 1990 — was 
Doomsday World by Carmen Carter, Peter David, Michael Jan Friedman and Bob 
Greenberger. 


Carmen is currently working in computer graphics while living with her cat. She 
brought home a new kitten to entertain Thisbe during Carmen's long workdays away from 
home. However, it doesn't keep Thisbe from sleeping up against the air vents of Carmen's 
Mac and overheating the 4 megabytes of RAM. 


Currently, Carmen is considering the prospect of a МасПсх as an incentive for 
starting her next writing project. 


LISA WHITE 


Lisa is the co-author, with Dennis Bailey and David Bischoff, of the STAR TREK: 
THE NEXT GENERATION script "Tin Man." She has lived in the Washington, D.C. area 
for most of her life, and occupies herself by being an editor on a weekly scientific 
research newsletter and trying to get along with her husband Royal and faithful cat 
Annie.

MASQUERADE RULES AND REGULATIONS 
A. RULES 


1. NO unsheathed blades or swords. NO swordplay. There will be no exceptions. Violation of this rule will 
result in the disqualification of the contestant. 


2. No nudity or obscenity. No costume is still no costume. Violation of this rule will result in the 
disqualification of the contestant. 


3. Registration for Masquerade closes promptly at 5:00 p.m. Saturday. We apologize if this eliminates anyone, 
but in order to proceed on time we must refuse all late entrants. 


4. Limit your presentation to 90 seconds. There is a Presentation Award. Presentations will be timed and a 
penalty assessed of one point per ten seconds of elapsed time past the first two minutes on stage. In 
addition, judges will be seated on stage -- keep this in mind when planning your presentation. 


5. There will be no changes of entries allowed past 5:00 p.m. Saturday. Once you submit your entry form, the 
category selected is the one in which your costume will compete. 


6. Badge numbers are required. А11 Masquerade participants must be registered for the convention (either full 
weekend or Saturday only). 


B. REGULATIONS 


1. Al! entrants shall present themselves, attired in costume at the Hunt Room by 7:15 pm. Violation of this 


regulation may result in disqualification. This decision will be made by the Masquerade Committee and 
Chairperson. 


2. There are 5 categories in our Masquerade: Mini-Trek (children 1-12 years of age in any costume), Science 
Fiction, Fantasy, Star Trek and Arena of Champions (for those costumes that have won two or more major 
awards (i.e., First Place or Best in Show) to compete against each other.) Please list the awards this 
costume has won so that we may honor it by announcing them. 


3. We will have a microphone available. Tapes MUST be labelled with your NAME, CATEGORY and NAME OF COSTUME. 
Tapes must be "cued up" ready to play exactly what you need. Bring them with you to the Masquerade Tech 
Setup at 7:15 p.m. Saturday. Also, please fill out the appropriate space on the entry form, so we are pre- 
pared to play your tape at the proper time. If you are using a tape you must be present at the Masquerade 
Tech Setup or we cannot use the tape. We want to accommodate you, so please cooperate with us. If you need 
special arrangements of any kind, please discuss them with the Masquerade Committee PRIOR to Tech Setup! 


4. If you wish to compete for workmanship awards, please comply with the following schedule: 
6:45 p.m. Saturday: Fantasy Category 
7:00 p.m. Saturday: Science Fiction, Star Trek 
7:15 p.m. Saturday: Mini Trek, Arena of Champions 
Report to the Hunt Room for Tech Setup. (Don't forget to bring your tapes (CUED UP!) 


5. The Masquerade Committee will not be responsible for personal belongings, purses, wallets, cameras, etc. 
Please arrange to leave these items in your room or for someone else to attend them. However, if you wear 
glasses but do not wish to wear them on stage, someone from the Committee will hold them and make sure they 
are returned to you once you have left the stage. 


6. Best in Show will be judged from all costumes.* 
7. Best Presentation Award will be judged from all costumes.* 


8. Again, registration for Masquerade closes promptly at 5:00 p.m. Saturday. Please note that forms can be 
obtained in advance prior to the convention, if you know you will be entering Masquerade but cannot make 
the 5:00 p.m. deadline. Forms may be obtained from the Registration desk, taken away, filled out and 
returned on your behalf by any person.

Founded in 1944, the North Shore Animal League (NSAL) is a non-profit humane 
society supported 10076 by voluntary donations. The NSAL is dedicated to finding the 
best possible home for each pet and WILL NOT DESTROY -- even if the pet is blind, 
elderly, deaf or otherwise handicapped. The League's adoption village, free veterinary 
clinic, emergency medical service, training center and other facilities are open 365 days 
a year. The NSAL is involved extensively in public education and was awarded the 
prestigious Henry Bergh Memorial Medal by the ASPCA. The NSAL rescues thousands of 
animals from local pounds and the ASPCA. In 1989, over 41,000 animal "orphans" were 
placed in homes. Adoption procedures include a pre-adoption interview, personal 
reference check and follow-ups on every pet after adoption. Every adopter must agree 
to spay/neuter the pet before adoption is approved. The League maintains a spay/neuter 
clinic on its premises which operates 7 days a week and offers free spay/neuter to all its 
pets. Many celebrities offered their support to the NSAL, including DeForest and 
Carolyn Kelley.

Boy Scouts 


Boy Scout Troup 497, formed in 1959, presently numbers approximately 80 boys 
ranging in age from 10-1/2 to 18 years. Membership in the troop comes primarily from 
the surrounding communities of Cockeysville, Timonium and Hunt Valley. Sponsored by 
St. Joseph's Church, the Troop boasts an active program consisting of weekly meetings, 
monthly camping trips, day trips, and a yearly long-term summer camp experience. The 
boys have visited camps in and around Maryland. Yearly trips have included trips to 
Maine, Michigan, North Carolina, New Mexico, Massachusetts and Canada. The program 
is based on teaching leadership, citizenship and self-reliance. The program is planned 
and executed by the boys themselves with an active adult membership of over 20 adults 
to assist them in their endeavors. Most of the finances to support such a venture is 
earned by the boys and the families. Several fund raisers during the year help to achieve 
our goal. It is the philosophy of the troop to encourage the boys to raise funds as part of 
their contribution to the workings of the troop. Working at OktoberTrek is one of these 
opportunities. The funds raised during the year are used to hold the cost of camping trips 
and other events to a reasonable level, the purchase of camping equipment and supplies, 
and the purchase of awards and achievements as the boys advance through the program. 
In addition, the troop has taken on the added responsibility of seeing that no boy is denied 
membership in the organization because of finances. They have created special funds 
which are used to assist the families in such situations. In summary, Scout Troop 497 is 
an organization which is dedicated to providing a program for boys to help them become 
valuable citizens of our community.

GLOSSARY OF "FANISMS" 


Welcome to OktoberTrek! If conventions are new to you, you're probably a little 
baffled just now. These Star Trek fans are often a pretty tight bunch. They all seem to 
know each other! Sometimes it can make a new fan feel just a little alienated. Well, to 
begin with, it'll help you to learn the language. (Geez, Ethel, they's even got ther own 
lang-u-age! Yes, there are quite a few terms being bandied about in the halls this 


weekend that you may never have heard before. Glance through these pages; they may 
be of help. 


BLOOPERS - generally, any collection of "foul-ups" from a TV show or movie. 
Specifically, the "Blooper Reel" put together for the Star Trek Christmas parties for the 
cast's enjoyment. This reel is frequently shown at conventions. 


BNF or Big Name Fan - a fan who is famous among other fans for his or her 
activities. This title and a dime won't buy you a blessed thing. 


CON - Shorthand term for convention. 


DEAD DOG - gathering following any convention. Describes the approximate 
physical state of the committee members at the end of a convention. 


DINOSAUR - popular term for a fan who has "been around forever." In terms of 
Star Trek, a fan who has been attending conventions since the earliest ones where held in 
New York in the early seventies. 


FAN - derived from the term "fanatic" (sad but true), refers to an avid devotee of 
any genre, series, author or person. The plural of fan is fen. 


FAN CON - a convention held only for the purpose of enjoyment. Any profit is 
channeled into sponsoring the next year's convention. 


FANDOM - the assembled body of all fans of science fiction, Star Trek, and the 
like. 


FANZINE - also called a ZINE, this is an amateur publication, featuring fiction 
and nonfiction by fan writers. Quality varies according to the fanzine. Some are 
dedicated to such themes as the relationships between Kirk and Spock, some feature only 
humor, and some are "Genzines," featuring many kinds of stories and articles. These 
publications are not licensed and are non-profit efforts. 


FILK - or FILKSINGING, refers to original songs written by fans, or well-known 
songs to which a fan has written new (often hilarious) lyrics. The name comes from a 


misprint in an early convention program -- the listing was meant to read, "Fan Folk 
Songs." 
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GOPHER or HELPER - a volunteer, not officially a part of the convention 
committee, who works at the convention. 


HURT/COMFORT - а genre of fan fiction in which stories center on one character 
(for instance, Kirk) being seriously injured while the other (say, Spock or McCoy) offers 
comfort. These stories are intended to show the depth of friendship between characters. 


K/S - a genre of fan fiction which operates on the premise that Kirk and Spock are 
lovers. This is adult-oriented material. 


LoC - A reader's letter of comment on a fanzine. 


Trek fan or, alternatively, a person who will 
not admit he is a fan of Star Trek. 


NEO - Any fan who is new to conventions. Not necessarily a new fan of Star Trek 
or science fiction, but someone who has just discovered fandom. 


PRO CON - A convention held for the purpose of gathering profit for the 


committee. Committee members may or may not be fans of the material upon which the 
convention is based. 


SASE - Abbreviation for Self-Addressed Stamped Envelope. These should be 
included in any correspondence with fanzine editors or convention committees. 


SHOWCASE OF CHAMPIONS - a category in the costume call or masquerade 
which allows the best costumers to display their work without competing with other 
"non-champion" costumers. Costumers in this category have generally won several 
prestigious awards. 


"SLASH" - a type of fan fiction which describes а physical relationship between 
characters of the same gender. If material in the dealer's room or art show is labeled 
"slash," please be advised that it is not for general consumption. 


STAR TREK WELCOMMITTEE (STW) - Not a club to join, but a group of 
volunteers headed by Shirley Maiewski set up to assist fans by answering questions and 
heading them in the right direction. Their resources are excellent, so we urge you to . 
contact them with any questions. Address: Box 12, Saranac, MI 48881. 


Starfleet - а nationwide network of Star Trek fan clubs. Each chapter assumes 
the name of a starship, and members are assigned ranks. This organization is involved in 
à great deal of charity fund-raising. 


TEN FORWARD - a new tradition (?!) at conventions. Named for the lounge on 
the Enterprise in Star Trek: The Next Generation, this is a nightclub for fans. It features 
dancing and a cash bar. The first Ten Forward was held by OktoberTrek's predecessor, 
ClipperCon, in February, 1989. 


TREKKIE - a controversial term for a fan of Star Trek. Long-time fans prefer to 
be called TREKKERS.
